evening. 
He was aged 
22 
years, 2 months, and 2 days. 
Mr. Lobaugh had been employed by 
Grover C. Myers, at Gardners Station 
for some time, and about four weeks 
ago 
was suddenly stricken. 
He be­ 
came unconscious from some cause, 
probably a sunstroke, and was taken 
home 
where he 
recovered but 
had 
since been unable to take up his form­ 
er 
duties. 
About noon Monday 
he 
complained of not feeling well, went 
to bed, and grew steadily worse until 
his death occurred. 
The high esteem 
In which he was 
held was shown by the large concourse 
of friends which gathered a t his home 
when it was known that he was seri­ 
ously 
ill, and in the general 
sorrow 
throughout the community after his 
death. 
He leaves his parents, two sisters 
and a brother: Edith, Grace, and Lu­ 
ther Lobaugh, all at home. 
He was 
a member of the lodge of Red Men 
at York Springs. 
Funeral Thursday morning, meet­ 
ing 
at the house at 9:30. 
Services 
and interment at 
Upper Bermudian 
church, Rev.

The corporal to

The sergeant jumped for the wea­ 
pon and a tussle followed in which 
it discharged. 
The bullet penetrated 
the canvas arui followed 
a 
course 
directly in front of a drilling 
com­ 
pany outside the tent. 
Several mem­ 
bers rushed in and succeeded, with the 
corporal, in subduing the other non­ 
com who had his mind fully made up 
to end it all. 
He was placed under 
guard and is being closely witched, 
though any means of taking his life 
has been removed. 
Sergeant Price, it is said, has been 
brooding over some trouble for sev­ 
eral days. For hours at a time, other 
soldier* declared, he would sit on the 
side 
of his cot, his elbows 
on his 
knees and his head in his hands. 
He 
hail communicated to some of them 
his worries but no one thought there 
was 
any danger of him taking his 
life. He evidently 
reached his de­ 
cision to commit suicide after think­ 
ing it over many hours but did not 
have the courage to be alone when 
he did it. 
The quick thought and prompt ac­ 
tion of his corporal w’as the only thing 
that saved him for, once his mind 
was made up, he put up a vigorous 
tight to carry the thing through.
